EATING AN ORANGE. 


There is am Art About it That is Not Fastly 
Acquired. 

Unti! the last few years, since oranges have 
become popularized, it Was a matter of mn 
little difficult® and concern to those who de- 
sired to eat gratefully to hit upon the best 
Way to eat ap orange. The thick, easily brok- 
en skin of the Spanish and Jtalian oranges 
wimitted of but little variation in method.
